Ford Stops In Rom e On Return From Talks

ROME (UPI) — President 
Ford stopped off for talks with 
Pope Paul and the leaders of 
NATO partner 
Italy 
today 
enroute home from a European 
trip his aides called “extremely 
successful.” 
Italy’s 
President 
Giovanni 
Leone 
reassured 
Ford 
his 
nation 
the anchor of NATO’s 
Mediterranean front —supports 
a strong and unified Western 
alliance. 
Ford flew to Rome for a 10- 
hour stopover from Salzburg, 


A ustria, w here he held two 
days of cordial and encouraging 
talks on Middle E ast peace 
prospects with Egypt’s Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat 
The 
President 
looked 
re­ 
freshed as he arrived with Mrs. 
Ford aboard Air Force One, but 
he seemed to favor the trick 
knee that caused him to tumble 
down the airplane ramp in 
Salzburg. He descended slowly 
from 
his 
plane 
at 
Rome’s 
Ciampino Airport and clutched 
the guiderails with both hands. 
Ford flew to Leone’s Quiri- 
nale palace for talks with the 


chief 
of 
state 
and 
Prime 
Minister Aldo Moro by helicopt­ 
er —thus avoiding the massive 
traffic jams caused by security 
precautions laid on for his visit 
Police blocked off the entire 
Quirinale 
Hill 
—one of the 
seven hills of Rome —to traffic. 
Drivers 
caught 
up 
in 
the 
resulting jams shouted abuse at 
police, shook their fists and 
honked their horns. 
At a ceremony in the sunny 
gardens 
of 
the 
Quirinale, 
former home of Popes and one 
of Europe’s grandest palaces, 
Ford saluted the “extraordi 


nary 
ties of friendship and 
kinship” which link Italy and 
the United States. 
Leone praised Ford for his 
work in rallying NATO to new 
unity at the Brussels summit 
last week. 
“The Brussels summit rightly 
reaffirmed that security 
for 
everyone is a vital need for 
all,” Leone said in his greeting 
to Ford. 
“A united and strong Europe 
would have a role of great 
importance to play in these 
essential problems.” 


On the flight from Salzburg. 


Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger told reporters Ford’s 
European 
trip 
yielded 
rich 
foreign policy dividends 
“ It was an extremely sue 
eessful trip," Kissinger said. 
“ It gave new sense, vitality and 
direction to NATO Uncertainty 
has been eliminated 
“The talks with Sadat were a 
new step toward peace.” 
Ford had IO hours of talks 
and ceremonial affairs sche 
duled in Rome before flying on 
to Washington in the evening 
The stopover included meet 
ings with President Giovanni 


Leone and Prime Minister Aldo 
Moro, leader of the center-left 
Italian government, and a one- 
hour private talk with the Pope 
in the Pontiff’s Vatican City 
chambers. 
Italy’s strategic importance 
within 
NATO 
has 
increased 
with the political turmoil that 
clouds the alliance status of 
NATO's other south flank na­ 
tions 
Turkey, 
Greece 
and 
Portugal. 
The U.S. Sixth Fleet is based 
in Naples and American war­ 
ships use various Italian ports 
frequently.

Indiana Blood Bank Program 


Stating that 
“ blood, not 
statistics, saves lives,” Mrs. 
Lowell Higgins outlined the 
Rush County Blood Program for 
members of the Rushville Lions 
Club Monday night at the 
Durbin Hotel. The program, she 
stated, makes it possible for any 
person in Rush County to have 
blood for transfusions at a price 
of only $10 per pint processing 
fee. 
Blood is sent to Rushville on a 
weekly quota basis but, in case 
of emergency, additional blood 
can be sent to Rush Memorial 
Hospital on 45 minutes notice. It 
will be delivered by helicopter, 
she said. Approximately 25,000 
to 30,000 lives were saved in 
central Indiana last year by 
having blood available through 
the Central Indiana Regional 
Blood Program. Members of the 
club were urged to support the 
program by either signing up as 
donors or, if the member can not 
give for reason of age or 
physical dis-qualification, to 
encourage others who can to 
donate. 
Blood for transfusions is made 
available to every resident of 
Rush County through local 
support of the program'.

Alerted To Disaster 


Payment Provision 


Producers in Rush county are 
being alerted to the disaster 
payment provisions of the 1975 
feed grain and wheat programs 
adm inistered 
by 
the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS). 
According to Glen Hungerford 
chairman of the committee, we 
are doing all we can to explain 
how producers become eligible 
for prevented planting and low 
yield paym ents. Prevented 
planting means that the farmer 
is unable to plant because a 
severe natural disaster, or other 
disaster condition at planting 
time, 
prevents 
him 
from 
planting during the planting 
period. Low yield is when a 
disaster seriously affects the 
potential yield of a crop after 
planting. The disaster insurance 
covers corn, wheat, grain 
sorghum and barley. 
Producers who believe they 
may be entitled to disaster 
payments under the Agriculture 
and Consumer Protection Act of 
1973 should notify the Rush 
county ASCS office as soon as 
possible. 


If it is a low yield deter­ 
mination they should not plow 
under, graze, hay or otherwise 
destroy evidence of the crop 
damage until specifically ad­ 
vised by the county ASCS office 
that they may do so. Mr. 
Hungerford stated that official 
determinations must be made 
on the extent of loss. 


If the loss is partial and the 
producers harvests some or all 
of the crop he should be ready to 
furnish evidence of production, 
such as warehouse receipts or 
similar documents. 


The ASCS chief pointed out 
that disaster paym ents are 
intended only to provide some 
relief 
to 
farm ers 
whose 
cropland is 
so affected 
by 
disaster that they receive little 
or no income from production of 
the crop. The payments are not 
intended to compensate fully for 
the loss. 


More complete information on 
disaster payment provisions is 
available from the county ASCS 
office.

Death Penalty 2-1

United Press International 
Governors of the 50 states 
favor capital punishment by 
almost a 
2-1 
ratio, 
mainly 
because of solid support in the 
South. 
A United Press International 
poll of U.S. governors shows 28 
approve of the death penalty, 17 
are against it and five have no 
opinion. 
The 
issue 
is 
split 
almost evenly in the Northeast, 
West and Midwest. 
But in the South, where all 
states have death penalty laws 
in effect, all but one governor, 
Ray 
Blanton 
of 
Tennessee, 
approve capital 
punishment. 
Blanton 
said: 
“ I ’ve 
always 
been opposed to capital punish 
ment and I ’m still opposed to 
it.” 
One of the strongest support 
ers of capital punishment is 
Gov. Otis Bowen of Indiana, a 
family doctor who used to be 
against the death penalty. He 
said it is needed to curtail 
heinous crimes against society 
‘‘But it must be uniformly 
applied, seldomly and judicious 
ly used —and we must be 
certain beyond doubt of the 
guilt.” 
Bowen, who voted in 1965 to 
abolish 
capital 
punishment, 
said 
he changed 
his 
mind 
because of heinous crimes such 
as the Charles Manson murders 
in California and other mass 
slayings. 
‘‘My profession is dedicated 
to saving life and I abhor the 
thought of taking a life. But I 
abhor 
senseless 
killings 
by 
people who have no respect for 
the lives of others. I have great 
sympathy for the victims and 
relatives 
of 
victims,” 
the 
Indiana governor said. 
Of the 28 governors who favor 
capital punishment, 16 said it is 
a deterrent. Others said it is 
justified by brutal crimes or is 
the will of the people. 
But Gov. Richard Kneip of 
South 
Dakota said 
capital 
punishment is illogical. 
“ Through imposition of the 
mandatory death penalty, we 
sanction and establish an act as 
barbaric and oftentimes more 
premeditated than that which 
we supposedly refuse to tolera­ 
te. I do not believe the death 
penalty 
is 
a 
deterrent 
to 
murder,” he said. 
Of the 17 governors against 
the death sentence, seven said 
it was not a deterrent. Five 
said 
they 
have 
a 
personal 
aversion to capital punishment. 
Others oppose it on grounds the 
state has no right to take a life, 
the penalty is cruel and unusual 
or there is no appeal once the 
execution has taken place. 
Thirty-three 
states 
have 
death penalty laws The electric 


chair is authorized in 19 on 
those 
states 
and 
the 
gas 
chamber in nine others. 
In 
Delaware, 
New 
Hampshire, 
Idaho and Montana death by 
hanging is authorized by law. 
And in Utah, a death sentence 
could be carried out either by 
hanging or by a firing squad. 
No one has been executed in 
the United States since Luis 
Jose Monge, 48, was put to 
death 
in 
the 
Colorado 
gas 
cham ber on a rainy Friday 
night, June 26, 1967. He was 
convicted of bludgeoning his 
pregnant wife to death and 
killing three of his IO children. 


The Supreme Court ruled in 
June, 1972, capital punishment 
was unconstitutional because it 
was being applied arbitrarily. 
That ruling saved 600 death row 
inmates from execution, but 
since 
then 
33 
states 
have 
passed new death penalty laws, 


and 261 other persons have 
been condemned to die under 
the new laws. 
One of those cases —that of a 
man sentenced to die in North 
Carolina for murder —has been 
appealed to the Supreme Court, 
giving the justices a chance to 
rule on the constitutionality of 
the new death penalty laws. 


Gov. James Holshouser Jr. of 
North Carolina —the state with 
the most prisoners on death 
row, 69 —declined to say how 
he feels about capital punish­ 
ment. 


" I ’ve deliberately 
tried to 
keep my mind from wandering 
into that area,” he said. “ The 
North Caroina case is going to 
be before the Supreme Court 
and it would be possible I 
would 
have to make 
some 
personal judgments of my own 
some time in the near future.” 
The 
other 
governors 
who 


refused to take a stand were 
Brendan Byrne of New Jersey, 
Hugh 
Carey of New 
York, 
James Rhodes of Ohio, and Ed 
Herschler of Wyoming. 
Many of the other governors 
are 
troubled 
by 
the 
issue. 
Colorado has passed a new 
death penalty law but Gov. 
Richard Lamm is personally 
opposed to capital punishment. 


“ The 
question is 
not 
the 
moral 
issue 
of 
the 
death 
penalty but the moral issue of 
when the executive the execu­ 
tive 
should 
substitute 
his 
judgment for the judgment of 
the majority of the people,” 
Lamm said. 


“ In these pressured times, 
with many day-to-day issues of 
vital importance, not a day 
goes by that I don't think about 
the death penalty hanging like 
a cloud and that decision that I 
face down the road " 


FTC Moves To Perm it 
Prescription Drug Ads

WASHINGTON (U P I) — In a 
move that could save consum­ 
ers millions of dollars a year, 
the Federal Trade Commission 
today proposed rules to abolish 
laws under which most states 
forbid drug stores from adver­ 
tising the prices of prescription 
drugs.

Engman 
said 
a 
year-long 
investigation by 
his 
agency 
showed that prices for the same 
prescription drug can vary by 
as much as 200 per cent in the 
same town. 
As a result, he said, the 
nation’s consumers 
probably 
are being cheated because they 
do not know where to get the 
best buy for the $6.7 billion they 
spend each year for prescrip­ 
tions. 
“ It is a curious set of values 
which says that the consumer 
may be given full information 
about discretionary purchases, 
such as deodorant and mouth­ 
wash, 
but cannot 
be given 
information that will help him 
save money on non-discretion­ 
ary purchases such as drugs 
which a doctor has prescribed 
as essential to his good health,” 
Engman said. 
“ You 
go 
to 
the 
doctor 
because you 
are 
sick, 
you 
stagger out of the office with a 
little slip of paper covered with 
medical 
hieroglyphics. 
You 
don’t feel much like walking all 
over to compare prices, so you 


go downstairs to the pharmacy 
in the basement and you buy 
the stuff and ask for a glass of 
water. 
“ Then you pay for it, and you 
feel sick all over again

would not go into effect for

force such regulations, contend­ 
ing it is unethical for druggists 
to post prices, give them out 
over the telephone or run ads in 
the media listing what they 
charge.

No state nor 
federal requirements must be 
met, and there is no inspection 
of facilities requred. There is no 
way other than personal in­

ment, 
p ro p e r 
safety 
req u irem en ts, 
clean 
and 
adequate food and quarters, and 
supervision by properly trained 
staff. 
If and when an accident oc­ 
curs, it may be too late, with the 
camp tent folded and gone. The 
Federal 
Government, always 
more than willing to step into 
every 
void, 
is considering 
enactment of a Youth Camp 
Safety Act. Proposed legislation 
is in the normal “ carrot and 
s tic k ” a p p ro ach with with­ 
holding of federal funds from 
states failing to enact minimum 
stan dard health safety and 
inspection laws. 
Indiana, one of the first states 
to move into the area of private 
school accrediting, has an equal 
interest in sum m er recreational 
safety of children.

Mansion, residence or home? 
The General Assembly created 
a 
Governor’s 
Mansion Com­ 
mission which might have fallen 
down on the job by creating a 
residence for the Governor. 
Otis R. Bowen, the family 


doctor, likes to retain 
the 
common touch and prefers to 
have the new address called 
“ residence” 
rather than 
the 
m ore 
preten tiou s 
label 
of 
“ m an sion .” A fter all, Beth 
Bowen would not be washing 
windows during the move if it 
were a mansion. The dictionary 
described a “ m ansion” as an 
imposing or stately residence, 
and a 23-room brick structure 
located on 
six 
and one-half 
wooded acres in the middle of an 
expensive residential area is no 
shack.

“ m anse,” described as 
“ the 
house and land occupied as a 
fixed residence of a person.’ 
The fifth official residence of 
Indiana’s Governors, with the 
$800,000 price tag, will always 
be referred to by citizens as a 
“ mansion,” regardless of the 
occupants. 
It never fails to gripe me to fill 
out State Tax returns. Call it a 
“ pet-peeve,” and we all have 
them—but one policy is grossly 
unfair. Directions accompaning 
the state return inform tax­ 
payers to complete the Federal 
form first, transferring much of 
the information directly to the 
state return. 
On Federal returns, a tax­ 
payer is permitted to deduct all 
legitim ate and 
docum ented 
business e x p e n se s, including 
property taxes on investment of 
business property. 
Such 
tax 
payments are legitimate and 
necessary and, 
if you don’t 
believe it, try operating without 
paying local property taxes. 
When you com e to the state 
return, you are instructed to 
“ addback” any property taxes 
deducted for business purposes. 
They are 
not 
permitted 
av 
deductions, alth ough excise 
sales and gasoline taxes are 
permitted to be deducted on 
both Federal and state returns. 
Bills have been introduced 
into 
past 
le g isla tu re s 
to 
elim inate 
the 
unfair 
and 
illogical add back, to no avail. 
Contesting the 
requirement 
might make a good court case, 
but the way our tax laws are 
amended rather than rewritten 
when revised, would assure a 
lost cause. Legislative action is 
required to remove the inequity.

Smoking cycles 
History repeats itself. Even 
the history of smoking 
E arly explores and colonists 
in the New World learned to 
inhale tabacco from the Indians, 
who smoked the leaf in a Y- 
shaped pipe. Each end of the 
double-forked pipe, which was 
called a tabaco, was inserted 
into a nostril. Historical records 
show that Colonial women as 
well as men smoked pipes, and 
in the early days smoking was 
even 
perm itted 
at 
church 


services. 


Matches were unknown then, 
and pipes had to be kept lighted 
by sparks created when flint 
was scraped. 
The sounds of 
scraping 
were 
such 
an 
a n ­ 
noyance during services that 
soon smoking had to be banned 
at church meetings. 
Other offensive aspects 
of 
tobacco were recognized early 
by 
the 
G e n e ral 
Court 
in 
Massachusetts, 
which passed 
laws making it illegal to grow 
the weed or to smoke it in 
public. Those who wished to do 
so might sm oke in taverns, but 


only if no one present objected,” 
says one historical source. “ At 
the first complaint the smoker 
had either to stop smoking, hire 
a private room where he would 
not disturb anyone, or face a 
possible fine of two shillings and 
sixpence.”

victories the w ay he also has, 
and when you still hold the 
m ajor league record for one- 
hitters with 12. 
R em arkably, 
Feller 
went 
after his 13th one-hitter this 
past Sunday. More rem arkable, 
he got it, and m ost rem arkable 
of all. perhaps, is that at 56, the 
former Cleveland fireballer is 
no 
kid 
anym ore 
and 
y ou’d 
hardly expect him to be out 
there pitching, but he still can 
can get the ball up there. 
He looks younger than 56, 
possibly because he has taken 
to darkening his hair, bringing 
it back to his original color, he 
says, 
with 
a 
product 
h e ’s 
promoting, 
G recian 
Form ula 
16. Maybe it m akes him feel 
younger as well because for the 
first time in a long time Sunday 
he put on a uniform in San 
Antonio. 
He 
pitched 
three 
innings of an Old-Timers’ g am e 
before the regularly scheduled 
Lafayette-San Antonio contest 
and allowed only one hit. 
Feller was sitting around in 
the press room of the ball park, 
a fte r he fin ish e d , when S an 
Antonio’s

startling piece of news. 
‘‘Ryan has pitched another 
no-hitter!” he announced. 
The statem ent had a special 
impact upon Feller because for 
many

Sandy 
Koufax broke that record 
IO 
years ago and now here was 
Nolan Ryan coming along to 
pass 
Feller 
and 
move 
up 
alongside

fourth no-hitter in three years 
for the California Angels. 


What 
w as 
Feller’s 
first 
reaction? The sam e as Koufax’ 
‘‘My first thought was that 
sooner or later Ryan will break 
the record,” Feller said. ‘‘My 
second thought was oh, well, I 
still got the one-hit record. 
Feller laughed. 


‘i ’m only kidding, ” he said. 
Some feel Nolan Ryan m ay 
be 
the 
fastest 
pitcher 
in 
baseball history. His fastball 
was clocked at 100.8 miles per 
hour last sum m er wiping out 
Feller’s unofficial record of 98.6 
which had stood nearly three 
decades. 
Feller doesn’t put com plete 
stock in those figures. It’s clear 
he isn’t convinced Ryan throws 
any harder than he did. 
‘‘I wish they had checked the 
speed of his pitch when the ball 
crossed hom e plate the way 
they did m in e,” he said. ‘‘On 
his test, R yan threw into a wide 
open electronic ‘field.’ I had to 
throw into

area. Look, 
I ’m

saying 
who’s faster. Maybe he is. All I 
know is he just won his 100th 
gam e Sunday, and h e ’s 28. I 
won my 100th gam e when I was 


22. ” 
That sounded like a little like 
sour grapes, and I told that to 
Feller, but he had the perfect 
answer. 
‘‘Look, those are the fac ts,’ 
he said. ‘‘T h ey ’re right there in 
the record book, I didn’t put 
‘em in there. What I m ean is, I 
didn’t take the record book and 
stick ‘em in. They’re in there 
because th e y ’re facts. As old Al 
Smith used to say, ‘L et’s look 
at the re c o rd .’”
